Cause, and the board will be organized 
and ready to begin active work in

A light vote was polled in the spec 


ial election, a total of only 78 ballots 
being cast 
One reason for the light 


vote was because a large number of 
otherwise qualified voters were pre 
vented from participating in the elec 
tion because of nut having paid their 
poll taxes in the time required by 
the state law and the city charter The

WHITEFLY FUNGUS IS READY 
Tbe state plant board, with head 


quarters at the University of Florida 
has ready for distribution 1500 pure 
cultures of the Red Aschcr&onia, or 
Red Whitefly fungus, grown by its en 
tomologlcal department. 
These cul 


tures will be shipped express collect 
to citrus growers for fifty cents a cul 
ture, which is less than the cost of 
production. 


While orders for these cultures will 


be received now. the board does not 
expect to find it necessary to 
send 


many of them out bofore the period of 
summer rains begins, as that is the 
jest time to introduce the fungus into 
the groves. If the fungus should reach 
the grower in dry weather, it can be 


in a cool place, an ice box, until 


avorable weather arrives for its in- 
roduction into the groves. 


The fungus culturts are prepared 


>n a sterilized mass of sweet potato 
and agar in one-pint, wide-mouth bot- 
tles. Such a culture is sufficient 
for 


spraying about one acre of grove 
If 


the trees are large, not all of each 
tree need be sprayed, since the fun 
gus will spread rapidly to all parts o, 
the tree If a good start is had on some 
of the most seriously infected branch 
es. 
The bottles containing the cul 


lures are stoppered with a Wad of 
cotton which allows ventilation 
but 


protects the culture against infection 
with blue mold, other fungi and bac- 
teria. 
For this reason, the stopper 


hould not be removed until you are 
ready to use the culture. 


Introduction of the fungus is not 


recommended before the beginning of 
he summer rainy season. If the trees 
are now heavily infested with white- 
ily. spray with oil emulsions or soaps. 
in spraying in the spring season, do 
he work ten days or two weeks after

From a patrloti 
itandpoint, it is a duty that we can 
not overlook; from the standpoint o 
production, it is almost an absolute 
necessity; and from the standpoint o 
good farming, it is the proper thing to 
do, and since there are BO many van 
eties of velvet beans that can be plant 
ed even as late as June 1st, it is sure 
ly worth a strenuous effort to pro 
ducc velvet beans on a larger acre 
age than Florida has heretofore grown 
Velvet beans may be planted between 
the corn rows as a secondary crop 
If they are planted alone, it is advise 
able to plant corn very thin In order 
to give a support to the velvet beans 
Pearl or Cat Tail milJett, sorghum or 
teosentie can be used for the same 
purpose. These help to Increase the 
production of velvet beans by holding 
the vines up off the ground, also 
prevents their spoiling should rainy 
weather occur. Plant velvet beans on 
every available'acre, would be a good 
slogan under the present conditions.

TOMATO LEAF AND FRUIT 


SPOTS 


By C. D. Sherbakoff 


There are several diseases of to- 


matoes which produce spots on the 
leaves. 
Some of these affect 
the 


fruit also, causing various spots which 
as a rule develop Into a rot. Of these 
diseases the following art of common 
occurence in Florida and of 
more 


or less importance in tomato 
cul- 


ture: 


1. Early Blight. This disease af- 


fects tomato leaves, stems and fruits 
where spots vary in size, and in color 
from light brown to dark brown and 
even black, are produced. These of- 
ten have a 
target-like 
appearance 


with age, are usually covered with 
only a slightly noticeable loose, brown 
velvet-like layer of the spores of the 
fungus Macrosporium solani. or as it 
is sometimes called Alternaria solani, 
which causes the disease. No other 
fruiting bodies are present on spots 
produced by this disease. 


When this trouble affects tomato 


vines it is known among the growers 
as blight, leaf rot, rust or brown-rust 
When the fruit is attacked it is called 
rust, brown rust, French rust, nail- 
bead rust, stem end rot (when the 
rot starts from under the calyx), or 
black rot. 
The same fungus 
also 


attacks Irish potatoes, on which it 


a disease also called 
early 


blight. 


2. Black Spot. This 
disease at- 


tacks tomato plants and fruit in a 
way similar to the early blight How- 
ever, the spots produced by It 
are 


darker in color, without the brown 
velvet like layer of the spores, 
but 


wlien the spots are old, they 
have 


numerous minute, black, pimple-like 
fruiting bodies (pycnidia) of the fun- 
gus (Phoma destructiva) which cau- 
ses this disease.

weather is rainy, the plants grow 
rapidly, and considerable disease is 
in the field, but when the weather is 
dry and the plants are free from the 
disease, one spraying 
every 
other 


week will be sufficient 


Remember that spraying is to pro 


vent rather than to cure the disease. 
Therefore, spray before the diseases 
get the best of the plants. But, even 
when the diseases "have advanced con- 
siderably, spraying will help to save 
the crop.

WHITEFLY FUNGUS 18 READY 
Tbe state plant board, with head- 


quarters at the University of Florida, 
has ready for distribution 1500 pure 
cultures of the Red Aschcrsonia, or 
Red Whitefly fungus, grown by its en- 
tomological department. These cul- 
tures will be shipped express collect 
to citrus growers for fifty cents a cul- 
ture, which is less than the cost of 
production. 


While orders for these cultures will 


be received now, the board does not 
expect to find it necessary to send 
many of them out before the period of 
summer rains begins, as that is the 
best time to introduce the fungus into 
the groves. If the fungus should reach 
the grower in dry weather, it can be 
kept in a cool place, an ice box, until 
favorable weather arrives for its in- 
troduction into the groves. 


The fungus cultures are prepared 


on a sterilized mass of sweet potato 


agar in one-pint, wide-mouth bot- 
Such a culture is sufficient for 


spraying about one acre of grove 
If 


the trees are large, not all of each 
tree need be sprayed, since the fun- 
gus will bpread rapidly to all parts of 
the tree if a good start is had on some 
of the most seriously infected branch- 
es. 
The bottles containing the cul- 


tures are stoppered with a Wad of 
cotton which allows ventilation but 
protects Uie culture against infection 
with blue mold, other fungi and bac- 
teria. 
For this reason, the stopper 


1 hould not be removed until you are 
ready to use the culture. 


Introduction of the fungus is not 


recommended before the beginning of 
the summer rainy season. If the trees 
are now heavily infested with white- 
lly. spray with oil emulsions or soaps. 
In spraying in the spring season, do 
the work ten days or two weeks after 
the so-called* "white gnats" have quit 
swarming That period of time allows 
tender, whitelly larvae, then in the 
leaves, to develop and 
be readily

EXPLAINED BY PASTOR

these days that there are othr-r peo- 
ple on this bank and shoal of time. 


In the second place, if I were a 


German, I would ponder deeply the 
reason why almost all of the nations 
of the earth are combining against 
Germany. 
It is natural that Aus- 


tria should be allied with Germany, 
for, as we have seen, Austria wag 
originally one of the German states 
and most of her people have a com- 
mon language with Germany. 
It is 


but 
natural, also, 
that 
Bulgaria 


should ally herself with Germany, be- 
cause the ruling monarch is closely 
related with the family of the Hohen- 
zollerns. Turkey and Germany have 
long been allies, not very much to 
the credit of Germany, and since the 
events of the war and the massacre 
of the Armenians to the everlasting 
disgrace of Germany, which might 
have prevented so atrocious a crime. 
Germany will have her share of this 
national crime to answer for at the 
bar of retributive justice. 


Outside of Austria, Bulgaria and 


Turkey most of the civilized world 
is allied against Germany. 
Now, if 


I were a German I would want to 
know why that such an alarming state 
of affairs exists. There must be some 
good reason for a civilized world 
combining against Germany and if I 
were a German I would want to know 
the reason. 


The long ago national and racial 


jealousies might explain the European 
situation, but when America, much 
against her will, and Cuba and Brazil 
and other South American states are 
about to enter the lists, there must be 
some great reason for the leading na- 
tions of mankind lining up against 
Germany. 


I would want to know if Germany 


is right in her submarine warfare, 
sinking all kinds of ships and Killing 
all kinds of innocent people and out- 
raging a sense of humanity. I would 
want to know if any nation can afford 
to trample upon the rights of human- 
ity in her efforts, to gain a doubtful 
victory. 


Then, again. 1 would want to know 


if such methods of warfare, outraging 
the rights of a civilized world, would 
be to the advantage of Germany when 
such a war is over. 
Will it pay Ger- 


many to antagonize and outrage the 
sense of a civilized world when, o/tcr 
the war is ended, Germany must have 
cornmortfal 
relations 
with 
such a 


vtoild? Other things being equal, the 
peoples now pitted against Germany 
will not bo UK lined to trade relations 


with Germans. 
The Germans are 


queering themselves with the whole 
wort*. 
It I were a German I would 


want'to know why almost the entire 
civilized world is lining up against my 
people. I would want to know what 
Is wrong and the reason why concent, 
ing these alarming facts. 


In the third place, in view of the 


fact that the allied world is against 
Germany, I would want to know what 
Is wrong with Germany. 
When near- 


ly all a man's neighbors get down on 
him it is time for that man to go off 
and have a very serious talk with 
himself. 
President Wilson, in his 


message to congress seems to think 
that the fault is not with the German 
people but with their rulers. 
The 


German people were not consulted 
concerning this war. 
The German, 


people had nothing to say about the 
beginning of this war. 
The kaiser 


and his war lords thought that they 
were now ready and that it was about 
time to pull the war trigger. 
The 


kaiser and his war lords precipitated 
rhis war upon the German people. 
The people were contented, they did 
not want war, they were not raising 
their sons for powder fodder. 
The 


German people are naturally loyal to 
their rulers, but when they come to 
count up the cost and size up the real 
situation they are going to be through 
with the kaiser and his war lords. 


The real issue ot this great war is 


whether the old doctrine of the divine 
right of kings shall 
continue any 


longer in a civilized world. 
This is 


the last great struggle of a long age 
of autocracy to retain its control of 
mankind. 
It is a question of kaiser 


versus people, war lords versus dem- 
ocracy 


The sudden settlement ot this ques- 


tion in Russia has been a stupendous 
surprise to mankind, with the result 
that thrones are trembling in all the 
•world. The people have come to the 
throne in Russia and they are begin- 
ning to right the wrongs of Czardom. 
It is a momentous thing that 50.000 
sledges are bearing home political ex- 
iles of autocratic Russia from the 
snows of Siberia. 
And they are hur- 


rying because the spring thaws will 
soon make the roads impassable. 
These exiles come from the far north, 
from the mines, in rags, broken In 
mind and body, and they are coming 
as free as the prisoners released from 
tlie Bastile in the days of the French 
revolution. 


If I were a German I would consider 


if tlie time is not ripe to get rid of the 
kaiser and Ills war lords and for tlie 
people of Germany to rise up and rule 
themselves. 
There are a great many 


German people pondering this vital 
question and the hour will strike 
when the German people will settle 
this question for all time to come. 


Fourth, it*I were a German and 


lived in the United States and had 
sworn allegiance to this government, 
I would be a loyal American. 
I can 


understand bow delicate the situation 
is for many thousands ef German- 
Americans. They love their fatherland 
very* naturally, they were reared 
there, many of their relatives and 
friends live there, and this IB a try- 
ing hour for many thousands of our 
citizens of German descent. 
Many 


of them—most of them—will be loyal 
to this land, where they have made 
their homes, and to this government, 
to which they have sworn allegiance. 
If needs be many of them will fight 
under the stars and stripes and be 
loyal, even at the expense of their 
lives. 
We take it tor granted that 


the great majority of our citizens 
of German blood will be loyal to this 
government, to which they have 
sworn allegiance. 


There may be, probably Is, a small 


number of German-American citizens 
who have sworn allegiance to this 
government who stand ready to vio- 
late their oath of allegiance, tt by do- 
ing so they may aid German in any 
way in this struggle. 
With the ap- 


proach of this war many Germans in 
this country took out naturalization 
papers so that they might be relieved 
of their obligations to their home 
land. 
It is supposed that all such 


new citizens will be loyal to the flag 
to which they have sworn allegiance; 
their oath of loyalty presupposes that 
they will be thus loyal. 
^There are, however, in this country 
at the present time many who have 
not taken out naturalization papers. 
To this alien class Attorney General 
Gregory has sent the following notice 
through the United States marshals: 


"No German alien in this country 


who has not hitherto been implicated 
in plots against the interests of the 
United States need have any fear of 
action by the department of justice as 
long as he observes the following 
warning: 'Obey the law; keep your 
mouth shut.'" 


This notice is sent to those who are 


la our midst yet subject of an enemy 
power 
Many of these aliens would 


be glad to aid their foreign govern- 
ment in any way possible, and no 
doubt many of them will perform acts 
of violence in secret and do consider- 
able damage. We are not alarmed at 
secret n-rjats, we are not to be' 
thrown into a state of panic if a few 
of these aliens do some damage. The 


announcement ot the department of 
justice Indicate* that the department 
ot Justice la ready to deal summarily 
with inch aliens. They will MOB be 
hunted down, this country will not tol- 
erate treasonable acts, and alien* who'' 
do violent act* will be dealt with in * _ 
violent way. 
Tbe notice of tkte 


government to all such it: "Obey thv 
law; keep your mouth shut." tt there 
are Germans In this country who lore 
the fatherland more than they do UUi 
country, then they should ID back to 
the place from whence they came. 


We bave no loom for traitors and 


enemies. 


It is a delicate situation for those 


living in the United States ot German 
blood. 
We take it for granted that 


those who ha/re sworn allegiance to 
this government will be loyal to the1 
government in such a time as this; it 
not, they should be summarily dealt 
with as traitors. And those who are 
not already American citizens should 
follow closely the warning of the at- 
torney general: "Obey the law; keep 
your mouth shut."

Velvet beans may be planted between 
the corn rows as a secondary crop. 
If they are planted alone, It is adviso- 
able to plant corn very thin in order 
to give a support to the velvet beans. 
Pearl or Cat Tail millett, sorghum or 
teosentie can be used for the same 
purpose. These help to Increase the 
production of velvet beans by holding 
the vines up off the ground, also 
prevents their spoiling should rainy 
weather occur. Plant velvet beans on 
every available'acre, would be a good 
slogan under the present conditions.

There are several diseases of to- 


matoes which produce spots on the 
leaves 
Some of these affect
